over a period of 20 years, whereas 
in the scrip plan the principal itself 
is redeemed in two years. 

On the platform with Mr. Mac- 
Millan was Norman Jaques, M.P., 
who claimed to be more convinced 
than ever that Social Credit is the 
remedy for economic evils. In the 
House, although many speeches had 
been made by. Social Crediters, no 
criticism had been levelled at them 
and no attempt made to refute their 
arguments. At various centres 
where he has been speaking in the 
East he finds that people realize 
that some change is necessary and 
impending. 

Says Banks Create Money 

He had heard the Governor of the 
Bank of Canada reply, when asked 
if the banks create money: “Ob- 
viously”; then mentiohing the 
amount on deposit compared to the 
amount in circulation, said: “Ten to 
one.” -Since banks create and de- | 
stroy money at their pleasure it fol- 
lows that they hold the lives of the 
‘people in their hands. The whole 
world has been suffering from a 
general policy of deflation, Budgets 
have been balanced by increasing the 
debt, which under the existing syS- 
tem is the only way they can be 
balanced, , 

During .the election campaign, 
many people stood by Premier King 
because he promised to issue cur- 
rency and credit inj terms of the 
public need. .Yet Mr. King’s gov- 
ernment turned down a proposal to 
pension Canada’s blind persons and 
refused to lower the age require- 
ment of old age pensioners to 60 
because it was not financially de- 
sirable. ' 

Referring to scrip, he said it is 
all a matter of changing the old 
man-made economic rules and con- 
ventions and playing the game to 
new rules, just as was done in the 
old type of whist, which has now 
evolved into auction and contract. 

Should Back Government 

“People who voted for this goy- 
ernment should back it to the limit 
of their ability,” the speaker con- 
cluded, amid hearty applause. 

T. F. Roberts, chairman, said the 
Edmonton Journal had stated that 
he had endeavoured vainly to have 
several stores in Lacombe accepl 
scrip, which was a gross misrep- 
resentation of facts, He had entere¢ 
two places with the idea of seeing 
what would happen if ke presented 
scrip. 

In the first place, he had been 
offered change but had refused to 
change the scrip, In the second place 
he had put the scrip down on the 
counter and asked the proprietor 
what he proposed to dg about it, 
Mr. Roberts said he had no inten- 
tion of parting with this first piece 
of scrip, as he intended keeping it 
for a souvenir.

Fi soil preparation, choice of good 


‘seed and other good farming prac- 
tices. 

Observations made in supervising 
experiments at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, have shown 
that ploughing down weed seeds 
which are near the surface of the 
ground is a bad practice because it 
quickly results in land becoming so 
weedy that it is impossible to grow 
a clean and profitable wheat crop. 
It was also observed that if clean 
seed or barley, or an early maturing 
variety of oats for grain or green- 
feed, is sown on spring ploughing 
delayed until weed seeds have been 
germinated, a reasonably clean crop 
can be produced on land badly con- 
taminated with weeds.

face cultivation in the fall and spring 
in order to promote the germination 
of weed seeds that’ grew with the 
preceding crop and were distributed 
during harvesting -operations. 


Ploughing this surface tilled land 
immediately before seeding smother 
crops such as barley or oat green. 
feed will destroy the seedlings of 
the annual weeds; and if worked 
down. right away, will put the soil 
in ideal condition-to receive the seed 
and promote -the. quick and uniform 
germination essential in a satisfac- 
tory smother crop. 


Will Produce Heavy Crop 


Land. which has received shallow 
surface cultivation in the fall and 
spring, and is ploughed the’ first 
week in June and kept tilled until 
the middle of June and then seeded 
with alfalfa, sweet clover or any of 
the numerous grass and legume hay 
or pasture mixtures, will produce a 
hay crop so heavy that weeds can- 
not compete with it. Repeated cut- 
tirig, such as given alfalfa, will re- 
duce the vigor of persistent peren- 
nial weeds such as Canada thistles. 


Winter rye, seeded on land that 
has been summerfallowed until Aug- 
ust, or even stubbled in before Sept. 
15th following an early maturing 
grain crop, will develop such an 
early rank growth that even our 
worst perennial weeds are largely 
smothered. 


An’ annual pastire of two bush- 
els of oats and one bushel} of winter 
rye per acre, or a seeding of two 
to four pounds of rape in 86-inch 
rows, When grazed with live stock. 
will leave the land cleaner than il 
was before the crop was grown. 


Scale on house plarits 


Scale insects may be planning 
an attack on your favorite rubber 
plant, ferns or any other sturdy 
plants you may have in your home, 

Scale insects will be found along 
the branches and on the under side 
of the leaves, as shown in the above 
Garden-Graph. They are usually 
quite noticeable along the veins of 
the leaf. Study the Garden-Graph 
carefully and then examine your 
house plants to see if they are in- 
tested. 

Scrub any infected plant with a 
mixture of one-fourth ounce of 
whale oil soap dissolved in a quart 
of water. Scrub the foliage and 
branches until the scale loosens and 
falls off. After this treatment give 
the plant a cold water bath to clean 
the whale oil solution out of its 
pores, 


Fertilizers and How 


To U Use Them! 


The primary F tutictlo’ of commer- 
cial fertilizers is to furnish in avail- 
able form ong .or more of the three 
elements of fertility, nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid, and potash. To predict 
with a fair degree of precision the 
amount of these elements necessary 
to apply to the-soil to produce maxi- 
mum yields: is, states C. H. Robinson, 
Dominion Chemist, an extremely dif- 
ficult: matter, Factors, Such as tex- 
ture of. the soil, available plant food 
already present'in the soil, previous 
manurial and cropping treatment, 
soil reaction, climatic conditions, 
and drainage, may affect the results 
obtained from the application of the 
added fertilizing constituents. 

While it has been customary to 
give particular attention to the 


nature of the crop in deciding on! 


the fertilizer, it ig being recognized 
more and more that a knowledge of 


the amounts of available fertilizing 4 


constituents present in the soil is of 
importance. With such data on hand 


the effect of an abnormal deficiency | 


or over-abundance of either nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid, or potash, may! 
be overcome to a very considerable 
extent by an adjustment of the ratio 
between the plant food elements fur-| 
nished in the fertilizer. For example, 
the 4-8-10 mixture is considered to 
be an excellent one for market gar- 
den and potato crops but, if it is 
known that the soil is exception- 
ally well supplied with nitrogen, it 
is possible that a fertilizer contain- 
ing less nitrogen would prove more 
profitable. e 

Further, an insufficient supply, in 
an available form of elements. other 
than those supplied by the commer- 
cial fertilizer nipy seriously. affect 
crop yields. If the soil is strongly 
acid and low in lime content, this 
condition must be gorrected for best 
returns from the application of fer- 
tilizers, particularly in the case of 
legume crops.

Memorial Unveiled 
to ‘Kootenai’ B 


The Canadian West has seen few 
more colorful figures than was that 
of John George “Kootenai” Brown, 
founder and first superintendent of 
Waterton Lakes Park in the Rockies 
rin southwestern Alberta, to’ whose 
Memory a cairn was unveiled and 
dedicated: at Waterton Park on Sun- 
day, July 5, of this year. 

‘The story of his career is the 
counterpart of that of many an ad- 
venturous Englishman who depart- 
ed the motherland to pursue a haz- 
aradous’ life in other lands. An 
Eton and Oxford man, Brown first 
betame-a gold seeker, cowboy and 
sddier of fortune in the early ’60’s 
im Frisco country. ., He first saw 
Waterton Lakes, then known as the 
Kootenay. Lakes, in. 1865, over. 70 
years ago. He and some compani- 
ons, on their way over the moun- 
tains to Fort Edmonton, to wash 
gold from the Saskatchewan River, 
came upon the glorioys. site. of 
Waterton Lakes; and Brown was so 
taken with the surroundings, which 
he said provided the answer to his 
dreams, that -he settled down to 
spend the remainder of his days 
there. 


Became First Warden 


When in later years the area sur- 
rounding the lakes was created a 
national: park, “Kootenai” was the 
first warden, then acting superin- 
tendent. 

Together with his half-breed wife 
Kootenai” lies buried on the shore: 
of the lower lake. He was a pic- 
turesque character, with all the 
rough and -ready ways. of. the 
pioneer, but with the: pioneer’s. vir- 
tues of clean fighting and loyalty to 
his friends, and the readiness to 
face hardships. 

The cairn to his memory ‘was un- 
veiled by His Honor Lieut-Gover- 
jnor Walsh and dedicated by the 
Lord Bishop of Calgary, in a ‘public 
service in the park attended by 
many old-timers and others from the 
south country. Senator Buchanan of 
Lethbridge, Superintendent Knight 
and others gave addresses.
